Claims 1 through 65 arc currently pending in the application. Claims 27 through 43 and 
56 through 65 have been withdrawn from consideration as being drawn to a non-elected 
invention. Claims 1 through 26 and 44 through 55 are subject to an Election of Species 
Restriction Requirement. 

Applicant hereby elects, without trav erse, to prosecute the invention of Species I, 
illustrated in drawing FIGS. 3-9 and 16. 

Applicant respectfully disagrees with the observation by the Examiner that no claims are 
generic. Applicant considers claims 1-8, 11, 12, 14-16, 19, 22, 26 and 44-55 to be generic. 
Should the Examiner disagree, Applicant further considers the foregoing claims to also read on 
Species I, whether or not the Examiner considers them to be generic.
